from Nebraska, died at his residence, in 
this city, at half-past 10 o'clock this 
morning, niter an illness of only ton 
days. The cause of his demise was gen- 
eral debility aud a breaking up of the 
constitution. Ten da3rs ago he over-ex- 
erted himself in the hot sun by cutting 
grass iu his yard for exercise, after which 
he was immediately taken sick. About 
four years ago his wife died, aud last 
year his lovely and accomplished daugh- 
ter, Qrooie, died.

When taken aick ho said ho was going 
to die. Ho was perfectly conscious up 
to nearly the last moment. Ho was un- 
able to retain and food or nourishment 
on hia stomach, and for sometime past 
has had 110 appetite for anything. In 
1860 he was it member of tho National 
Kepublicau convention in Chicago and in 
18G1 was appointed United States mar- 
shal of Nebraska by President Lincoln 
which position ho hold until 18G4, when 
he was elected territorial delegate to Con- 
gress. Ho also served for a while as sur- 
vogor general of tho district of Nebraska. 
In 1871 he won elected United States 
Senator from Nebraska, which position 
ho failed with honor to the State and 
great credit to himself. Since his retire- 
ment from polities, iu 1877, he lias been 
actively engaged in railroad contracts, 
supplying various western roads with 
ties. He leaves his two sous in alliuent 
circumstances, as he was very successful 
in his business pursuits. His death will 
bo sincerely mourned in Ouiafia and 
throughout the Btotc.

United States senators draw their sal- 


urios jiifit as regulary and with ua much 
greediness an any other "l^red hand" in 
Washington. Some ot them draw every 
day during the session ot .congress, some 
onco a week, ii-id others twico a month. 
A few ot them go into tho cashier's room 
of tho secretary's ollico and get then1 sal- 
aries only once a month. One senator 
only draws his pay onco a year. 


Among the senators who most fre- 


quently call for their stipends is Senator 
Voorhees, of Indiana. It is said that lie 
calls on the secretary for his salary of- 
tonor nnd draws it in smaller amounts 
than any other member of tho senate. 


Henry G. Davis, of West Virginia, is 


a rich man, and uses his salary for spend- 
ing money. Whenever ho needs a little 
pocket monoy ho sends Ma clerk into the 
cashier's office and draws £SO, £100, §200 
and 
sometimes ¥500 at a time. He

There are several senators who have 


no other income thau their salaries 
lliey cau not draw more money than is 
actually due them, but arc entitled to 
then: salary whether they come near 
Washington during the session of con- 
gress or stay away. IE thoy do not call 
for thoir money, it is sent to them on the 
Jet of July each year. The majority of 


senators are railroad directors, presidents 
of railroad companies, presidents of banks 
bank directors, etc. Pendletou and Shor- 
niau boMi havo large railroads interests, 
as nlso ha.'; Henry G. Davis, of \Vest Vir- 
R.niii, who has large mining interests, 
beside:! a large commercial business in 
Baltimore. Plumb aud Ingalls, of Kanp.ap, 
are boili interested in railroad enterprises 
iu fie southwest, With but few excep- 
tions, all of thorn are interested i'l some 
way with somo corporation or. other. 
Tlio $fi,lXK) salaiy paid senators is, there- 
fore, lit them a miuor consideration. 
Thn're i;i uolono of thum that would bo 
willing Lo servo as United Stales senator 
without tlio salary, and [ question wheth- 
er there is one of them that would servo 
if tlio salary w;<s Ihr. only cnnRideratJan 
at stake.

"Salt Is Good." 


Centuries before the Sermon on the 


Mount was delivered, and even until 
now, the value of salt has been recog- 
nized by all intelligent beings. 
Wild 


birds and animals traveled long dis- 
tances in search of it, and often tarried 
long !n the places where it abounds. 
Health is impaired unless salt is cou- 
talnou in tho food of which wo par- 
take. It is at once the cheapest and 
most wholesome substance that can bo 
employed for the preservation of meat 
ana flsn. Most antiseptics arc injurious 
to health, but saU is conducive to it. 
It is more desired as a condiment than 
all other substances whatsoever; tho 
appetite for salt is. universal. It is do- 
sired by tho occupant of tho cradle 
and the easy-chair. Its value as a fer- 
tilizer has been acknowledged from tho 
earliest heroic times. 
Sinco these facts 


are generally 
acknowledged, it ap- 


pears strange, that so many farmers are 
exceedingly parsimonious in regard to 
the, use of salt. Every year we near of 
persons attempting to keep a herd of 
cattlu or a flock of sheep during tho 
entire season without allowing them 
any salt. 
Many deal out salt to stock 


oa grudgingly as if it was as costly as 
sugar. Alar^c proportion of farmers 
allow their milch eo-.vs, and other ani- 
mals kept near tho house, to partake of 
salt but once a week. If they have 
stock in a distant pasture, tho salting 
time occurs only once or twice a mor.th. 
When the animals receive it they oat 
more than is beneficial for them. There 
is no good reason why stock of all 
kinds should not be allowed to gratify 
their appetite for salt nt any time they 
choose. The animals know bettor than 
their owners do when they require it. 
Slight Ingenuity is needed to place salt 
in a situation where it will be protected 
from the ruin and snow, and where 
stock can hivre access to it at all times. 
With rare exceptions animals will eat a 
little salt every day if they have the 
opportunity to do so. The cost of salt, 
at tho ordinary degree of purity, for 
all the stock a farmer keeps is trilling, 
and it should be furnished without stint 
to animals of all kinds and al all sea- 
sons of tho year.— Chicayo Times. 


Educating Horses. 


Horses can bo educated to the ox- 


tent of their understanding, as chil- 
dren, and can bo easily damaged or 
ruined by bad management. 
VVo bc- 


Hove that the difference 
found in 


horses as to vicious habits and reliabil- 
ity comes much more from tho difl'or- 
ent management of men, than from 
variance ol natural disposition in ani- 
mals. 
Horses with high mettle aro 


more easily educated tlian those of 
less or dull spirits, and aro more sus- 
ceptible to ill-training, and, consequent- 
ly, may be made good or bad, accord- 
Ing to tho education they receive. 


Horses with dull spirits are not by 


any means proof against bad mamifO- 
mcnt, for in them may bo found tnc 
most provoking 
obstinacy, 
vicious 


habits of different characters that ren- 
der them almost entirely worthless. 
Could tho coming 
generations of 


horses in this country bo kept from 
their days of colt-hood to tnc ago of 
five years In the hands of good, care- 
ful managers, there would be seen a 
vast difteronce in tho general charac- 
ter of these noble animals. 


If n colt is never allowed to get an 


advantage, it will never know that it 
possesses ft power that man cannot 
control, and if made familiar with 
strange objects, U will not be skittish 
and nervous. If a horse ts made ac- 
customed from his early days to have 
objects hit him on his heels, back or 
hip, ho will pay no attention to tlvo 
giving way of a harness, or a wagon 
running against him at an unexpected 
moment. 


Wo once saw an aged lady driving a 


high-spirited horse attached to a car- 
riage, down a steep hill, with no hold- 
back straps upon the harness, and she 
assured us that there was no danger, 
for her son accustomed his horse to5 all 
kinds of usages and sights that com- 
monly drive tho animal into n, frenzy 
of fear and excitement. 


A gun can be fired from the back of 


a horse, an umbrella hold over tho 
head, a buffalo robe thrown upon his 
neck, a railroad engine pass close by, 
his heels bumped with sticks, tind tho 
animal tako it all as u, natural coi.dt- 
tionof things, if only taught by care- 
ful management that it will not be in- 
jured thereby. 
There is great need 


of improvement in this noG\o animal- 
Less beating wanted and more educa- 
tion.— The Tlorscsliocr.

dition of these food elements.

A soil may thus bo

Floors and Floor Coverings. 


There arc runny housewives this soa> 


eon who cannot afford to rcplnco worn- 
out carpets with now ones nor havo 
they inlaid floors over which to spread 
rugs. How to covnr tho rough, knotty 
planks, splashed here and thero with 
spots of paint that constitute tho floors 
of so many houses, is one of tho pcr- 
plcjking problems a woman with a mod- 
est income is called upon to answer. If 
she were having a house nowly built, of 
course there would be well-finished 
floors, smoothly-pinned, narrow, cioar- 
gruined and close-fitting plnnks that 
would bo more easily managed, but 
with unsightly floors provided and no 
money to buy yards upon yards ol car- 
pet to cover it, tho only tiling to do is 
to accept tho situation and proceed to 
make the best of it. 


Where thero are spots and splashes 


from tho paint brush to be removed, 
cover those with caustic potash, which 
must bo left on from twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours, or until tho paint is 
dissolved. Then scrub tho floor. Next 
fill up all cracks between tho planks 
with putty and piano off uneven sur- 
faces. It ia now ready to stain and 
polish. Mixtures for staining arc put 
up in tin cans and are for sale at paint 
stores. Decide if tho floor is to bo 
stained light or dark color, in alternate 
stripes of dark nnd light or center of 
ono shndp and border or another. Order 
tho staining material accordingly, rtnd, 
before applying with a good paint- 
brush, thin it to a proper consistency 
with turpentine. 


A floor may bo stained n walnut color 


with burnt umber ground in oil. All 
other colors ground in oil arc, by tho 
way, 
put up in tin boxes or cans for tho 


convenience of those who have-no facil- 
ities for grinding their own paints, and 
can bo purchased at paint, drug ancS 
oftontimos Rrocory etorce*. A one-pound 
can of burnt umber ground in oil will 
bo sulliuient to stain tho floor of an 
ordinary-sized room. Add to boilcut 
linseed oil enough of this color to pro- 
duce the shade required. This mixture, 
may be rubbed into tho wood with a 
woolen cloth or applied with n brush, 
afterwards rubbing over with a woolen 
cloth until tho stain will no longer 
come off. After tho floor is dry U tho 
color Is not dark cnongh apply a second 
cont. 
This staining will leave tlio floor dim 


in color, and waxing is next in order. 
Mix beeswax and turpentine together 
In tho proportions of one pound of wax, 
shaved thin, to ono gallon of turpen- 
tine. Tho wax should soak for about 
two days In the turpentine previous to 
being rubbed on the floor with a woolen 
cloth. Several applications at intervals 
of about three days must be made be- 
fore the required polish will be gained, 
after which. In parlors nnd bedrooms 
that do not receive hard usage, tho wax 
need not be applied oftener than once 
or twice every month. The floor in tho 
mean timo can bo cleaned by passing 
over it a broom covered with a moist 
cloth. Those floors must always be 
wined up, never scrubbed. 


It need hardly bo explained that 


much labor may be spared by spreading 
down over the main center space a large 
vug, 
allowing a border of the wood to 


show. By this arrangement tho border 
portion only need bo waxed. 


In houses where there nro hard-wood 


floors tho following recipe Will bo found 
a good one for refreshing thorn: Mix 
one pound of mcltod beeswax In a pint 
of turpentine. When mixed it ought 
to be the consistency of lard or nxlo- 
grettso; Should tt prove thicker than 
this, thin by adding more turpentine. 
Apply to the floor, previously cleaned 
of dust, with a cloth; put on sparing- 
ly. Allow it to remain four or five 
hours, or until tho turpentine has evap- 
orated, and then wipe tho floor dry with 
a clean cloth. 


Very serviceable ns well as pretty 


ruga for tho center of stained floors may 
bo made of carpeting bordered with 
regular carpet bordering, or with heavy 
woolen fringe. There aro also inex- 
pensive domestic rugs for anlo at carpet 
stores, in Imitation of Smyrna rugs, 
that cost but a small fraction of tho 
price of an entire covering of carnoL — 
it. Y. World. ..

—Hot lemonade ia excellent for a 


cold; drink it just before goingto sleep. 


—Eggless Cookies.—Two cups sugar, 


ono cup sweet milk, ono cup butter, 
ono-half 
teaspoonM 
soda. 
Flour 


enough to roll. Use vanilla, lemon or 
nutmeg for seasoning. They are very 
nice. 


—Sour Milk Cake.—13eat together 


ono cup sugar, half cup butter and one 
egg. Add ono cup of sour milk with 
ono oven teaspoon of soda stirred into 
it. Then add two cups of sifted flour, 
a half cup of chopped raisins and spice 
to taste. 


—By omitting all shortening—that 


ia, both butter and lard—from any 
good fried cake recipe, and using in 
place of it a cup of sweet milk, the 
cakos will be light and almost entirely 
free from grease. Take care to have 
the lard in which thev arc fried very 
hot. 


—In propagating honeysuckles cut- 
tings of wood when nearly ripe will 
strike if inserted in a shady border in 
the autumn and duly watered. Perhaps 
tho most successful modo of propagat- 
ing is by layers pegged in moist soil in 
the autumn, when the leaves com- 
mence falling. 


—Pound Seed 
Cake.—One pound 


butter bontcn to a cream, one pound 
sifted lump sugar, one pound flour, 
well dried, eight eggs, yelks and whites 
bcnten separately, and caraway seeds 
to Uisto. Mix tho ingredients and bent 
all well together for nn hour. Put tho 
batter into a tin shape, lined with paper 
and buttered. Bake In a moderate 
oven. 


—The much abused dragon-flies, says 


a recent writer, arc perfectly harmless 
to human beings. They neither bito 
nor sting, but destroy vast numbers of 
mosquitoes, flies and other Insects. 
If 


brought into the house, they will catch 
ilics and mosquitoes as long as they arc 
not molested. In fact, they ought to bo 
made household pets, instead of bcin«- 
ruthlessly driven out as though theil 
presence wns dangerous. 


—Kerosene tho nests and roosts ol 
the poultry houses. Whitewash every- 
thing in them—ceilings, roosts, nests 
and all. Sprinkle a little flour of sul- 
phur in tho nests. 
First, however, 


change tho hay or straw. If confined 
in runs, give them dally a quantity of 
grass and clover. 
Provide limo. A 


little bone flour mixed with their food 
is excellent, and helps provide material 
for shell-making. 
Keep the houses 
ciean. 


—The disease known ns blacklcf is 


not contagious; it Is a blood disorder, 
which is brought on by Indigestion or 
incflicient assimilation of the food. 
Overfeeding and plethora, with disor- 
dered liver, will produce this disease. 
in which tho blood becomes thick and 
black nnd tho tissues gangrenous. The 
disease prevails chiefly in tho fall, when 
tho feed becomes hard nnd Indigesti- 
ble, nnd in tho spring, whon the new 
grass Is too full of sap and Is imma- 
ture. It is very difficult to treat, bo- 
causo tho nnlmals are too far gono be- 
fore they are known to bo diseased and 
a cure Is impossible. But it mny be 
prevented by giving salt regularly from 
early in tho fall until tho spring, and a 
doso of half nn ounce of sulphur, twice 
repeated, once a month during tho samo 
season.—JV. Y. Times. 


—Bacon and Greens;—Don't. Don't 


cook tho greens with tho bacon, ham, 
pork, or what not. It makc.s no differ- 
ence wliut kind of greens ona has— 
whether spinach from the garden, or 
"cowslips,'' or dandelie»ns from tho 
streams or fields, don't cook either with 
fat meat. 
Tho fact that vegetable food 


tends to correct evils from the long 
continued uso of salted moat has given 
rise to tho notion that greens shoulel 
bo cooked with tho moat. Cook tho 
greens in a separate vessel, with only, 
If need bo, a little salt 
Thus treated, 


every variety of greens will not only 
bo more acceptable to tho taste, but 
vastly more digestible. Most kinds of 
greons, after they aro boiled quite 
tender, should bo thoroughly drained 
upon a colander; then turn th'em into a 
wooden bowl and ciioy vcrv lino. 


--Salt Klslng Bread.—The earlier in 


tho morning it is set. tho better. A 
most convenient hour is six o'clock. 
Take ono pint of water, ono-lialf tea- 
spoonful of salt and ono tcn8poonful of 
sugar; stir to tho thickness of pancake 
batter. Tho witter used should be as 
warm as tho hand can bear. Place the 
vessel containing this batter into water 
of tho temperature of that first used. 
And lot it .stand for throe hours. In 
that time a water will arise to tho sur- 
face; then thicken with flour until tho 
batter is as thick as it was in tho com- 
mencement. Let it stand three hours 
longer, when it will ngain rise, making 
a total standing of six hours. Then get 
what flour you need for your baking, 
scald about one pint of it, nnd after it 
is cool mix tho rising together with 
warm water and mix to a stiffness to 
knead on a warm board. 
A great deal 


of kneading is required. Place the 
cfoughinyour baking-pan, sot asideuntil 
it rises to twice its original size nnd 
then bake in a quick oven. If you arc 
successful, and a careful following of 
these directions will make you so, you 
hn.vo tho most delicious broad that has 
ever entered mortal's mouth. If you 
havo a largo baking^ tho Ingredients' are 
to bo proportionately Increased.
